WASHINGTON, Maroh 5 (UP)—

GROMYKO NAMED

Up Is Step-Up for Molo- 
tov, but Not a Sign of 
‘Bid for Peace.

LONDON, March 5 (AR)—Most 
diplomatic observers, studying the 
Kremlin’s cabinet shakeup, agreed 
tonight a Russian bid for a truce 
in the cold war is hardly in the 
cards. 

All of them conceded it might 
presage some Politburo plan to 
woo the West, but only a small 
minority thought it did, 
eral, the announcement that 
tough-talking Vyacheslav M. Melo- 
tov had been released as Foreign 
Minister and would be succeeded 
by tough-talking Andrei Y¥. Vishin- 
sky, Was construed as not much 
of a peace sign. 

Many diplomats speculated that 
Molotov is on the way upstairs to 
greater power, although conceding 
frankly they have no inside in- 
formation to guide them, There 
was speculation that Prime Min- 
ister Joseph Stalin, now 69, is 
preparing to hand over power to 
Molotov, his No, 1 lieutenant. 


Gromyko Gets New Post 


While the diplomats were still 
studying the Vishinsky-Molotov 
switch, the Moscow radio an- 
nounced that Andrei Gromyko has 
been appointed to Vishinsky’s 
former post as first Deputy For- 
eign Minister, 

Gromyko has been a deputy in 
Office for 
several years. He served as am- 
bassador to the United States 
from 1943 until he was named the 
Russian delegate on the United 
Nations Security Council in 1946. 
He was replaced in the latter post 
by Jacob Malik. 

(In Moscow, officials of the 
American Embassy were emphatic 
in their opinion that the cabinet 
changes do not lessen the great 
authority held by Molotov. While 
there was nothing in Moscow to 
indicate a substantial change in 
Russian foreign policy, embassy 
officials agreed that if a shift is 
coming, now would be an excellent 
time to put it into effect. 

(It was suggested by American 
and British observers in the Rus- 
sian capita] that Molotov now will 
devote most of his time to his 
work as vice chairman of the 
Council of Ministers, and thus 
ease the burden of work on 
Stalin.) 

An informed source, close to 
Britain’s Foreign’ Office, said he 
believed Molotov was about to be- 
come a sort of superdirector of 
Russian policy, or “general super- 
visor of foreign policy.” There 
also was wide speculation in dip- 
lomatic circles that Stalin might 
return the post of Prime Minister 
to Molotov, who held. it from 1930 
to 1941.

‘support in an “urgent” report

| bassador in Moscow, said the Unit-

| gress today to give the Secretary 


of Defense complete control of 
the nation’s military with broad 
enough powers to weld the three 
services firmly into .one mighty 
fighting unit. 

His. proposals would make the 
secretary second only to the Presi- 
dent himself in supreme com- 
mand of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, They also called for a new 
“chief of chiefs” of the various 
armed .branches who, in effect, 
would be the country’s ranking 
military man. 

Truman told Congress the pro- 
posals represented a swift step 
toward the long-sought wymifica- 
tion of the armed services. The 
last war, he said, proved such a 
program “essential in the modern 
world” to protect the nation or 
to fight any kind of new war, 

Follows. Hoover Plan. 

In general, Truman followed 
recommendations of the Hoover 
comnmission in his special message 
to Congress. That commission 
urged demotion of the secretaries 
of the three branches and a com- 
bining of work and duties for 
more efficiency. 

Gen Dwight D. Eisenhower; for- 
mer Army Chief of Staff. now on 
leave from Columbia University, 
is serving temporarily as chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to wérk on unification. It was 
believed Truman had the full 
benefit of Eisenhower's wartime 
experience as top allied commanh- 
der in making today’s recommen- 
dations. 

The President said the need to 
unify the Armed Forces was 
learned the hard way in World 
War II when rigid divisions ham- 
pered the country’s effort, 

“No one advocates a return to 
the outmoded organization of the 
days preceding the (1947) National 
Security Act,” he said. “On the 
contrary the issue today is not 
whether we should have unifi- 
cation, but how we can make it 
more effective, ~»» The effective 
and workable organization ... 
of our armed forces is essential 
in the modern world.” 

Truman’s recommendations came 
as his newly appointed Secretary 
of Defense, Louis A. Johnson, pre- 
pared to take over the job from 
the retiring secretary, James For- 
restal, who leaves Mareh 31.

Deal Offered to G.O.P. 


Outside the chamber itself, 
Lucas and Senator McGrath of 
Rhode Island, the Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman, proposed a com- 
promise to Republicans after a 
meeting with 20 Northern and 
border state Democrats. In effect, 
they offered this guarantee to the 
Republicans: 

If the G.O.P. supports a Move 
to force a vote on the pending 

proposal to tet two thirds of 
those present limit debate at 
any time, the Administration 
will oppose reducing the re 
quired vote margin to a simple 
majority. 

Thus the leaders cut the ground 
from under President Truman’s 
position that a simple majority 
of those voting oyght to be able 
to curb debate. 

Lucas said previously he did not 
want debate shut off by the af- 
firmative vote of less than a con- 
stitutional Majority of 49 of the 
96 Senators. McGrath sided with 
Lucas, despite the_President’s po- 
sition. 

Republicans Not Receptive. 

The Republicans were not in a 
receptive mood, however. 


Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, an advocate of a debate limit 
by two-thirds vote, said he did not 
think the compromise plan will 
change any Republican votes on 
the first issue that may 4rise. 
That would involve an expected 
ruling by Vice President Barkley 
that a debate-limiting cloture peti- 
tion—which may be filed next 
week—can be applied to a motion 
under present Senate rules. 

Directly at issue before the Sen- 
ate is the motion to consider the 
proposed change in rules, Previ- 
ously presiding officers have held 
that cloture cannot apply to a mo- 
tion. If Barkley holds that it can, 
a majority could override him. 

Senator Wherry of Nebraska, 
Reptiblican floor leader and one 
of the authors of the rules change 
resolution Lucas is trying to call 
up, has announced he would vote 
to reverse any such ruling by 
Barkley. 

44 Oppose Barkley. 

Wherry’s statement brought to 
44—only five less than the needed 
majority if all the Senators voted 
—the number of those who have 
said they would vote to override a 
Barkley ruling of this nature. Of 
this group, 20 are Republicans and 
24 Democrats. 

Wherry charged in a statement 
that President Truman is attempt- 
ing—through his support for a

Senator Myers of Pennsylvania 
said there had been suggestions 
that a test vote on the rules 
change proposal be delayed “a 
week or two.”

But those who favor multiple- 
dwelling houses have formed a 
new group, the Boyle-Taylor Im- 
provement Association, to fight the 
new ordinance and to answer 
arguments of the Fulferton Place 
Association, rallying group for 
property owners of the neighbor- 
héod for seven years. 

John Grossman, attorney for the 
Boyle-Taylor Association, reported 
a canvass showed 33 of the 54 
home-owners favor changing the 
zoning to multiple-dwelling. Syl- 
van Agatstein, lawyer for the Ful- 
lerton Place group, said 25 owners 
have joined that body, to keep out 
rooming houses, and Many more 
have not yet indicated which side 
they favor. 


“In some cases, two persons are 
living in 30-room houses in these 
blocks,” Grossman asserted, “They 
can’t keep up the houses because 
of heating and repair costs. They 
want to convert to small apart- 
ments. There is some opposition 
but it comes only from conserva- 
tives and wealthy persons who are 
in the minority. 

“We want to prevent blight and 
deterioration. Unless the zoning is 
changed, we’re bound to have a 
repetition of Vandeventer place 
here.” 

Agatstein replied: “The purpose 
of the Fullerton Place Association 
is to preserve the residential char- 
acter of the neighborhood. We 
took two cases to the Missouri 
Supreme Court and at least five 
cases to Circuit Court. We ob- 
tained injunctions to stop opera- 
tion of rooming houses and we 
enjoined a doctor from using his 
home as a medical center.

Unless a satisfactory agreement 
on amortization of the storm dam- 
age is worked out between the 
company and regulatory agencies, 
the problem will arise in Missouri 
at the State Public Service Com- 
mission hearing on another rate 
increase. Southwestern Bell has 
obtained Missouri rate increases 
of $3,228,529 a year, but the effort 
of objecting communities to knock 
them out is still under way. The 
company was announced it would 
file application for a second-round 
increase, but has not yet done so. 

Wide Damage Bel 

Storm damage to telephone lines 
occurred in a wide belt, from 
western Texas to Hannibal, Mo. 
Southwestern Bell said in news- 
paper advertisements about two 
weeks ago that temporary and 
permanent repairs would cost 
about $10,000,000. In response to 
inquiry by the Post-Dispatch, the 
company changed the estimate 
last week to $9,340,000, divided by 
states as follows: Texas, $4,500,- 
000; Oklahoma, $2,130,000; Mis- 
souri, $1,600,000; Arkansas, $220,- 
000; Illinois, $90,000. 

The company added that the 
earlier estimate was made before 
it was found that some of the 
damage was to long-distance lines 
of the parent American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. Damage to those 
long lines in the same area was 
about $1,000,000 

The storm damake amounts to 
only a small percentage of all op- 
erating expenses, but is sufficient, 
when joined with other elements, 
to have an appreciable effect on 
rate-making calculations. A com- 
pany spokesman said there was no 
comment by it as to any policy 
on amortization of the storm ex- 
pense. However, the company 
might prefer to have the charge 
spread out over a period in order 
to have a larger sum available an- 
nually for dividends to A.T.&T. 

5-Year Plan for Missouri. 

It was learnea authoritatively 
that an effort will be made in Mis- 
souri to require that the expense 
be amortized over a period of at 
least five years, regardless of what 
__ {decision may be’ made as to other 
states. There is no precedent in 
Missouri for amortizing such ex- 
pense in the case of Squthwestern 
Bell, although similar steps have 
been taken as to some smaller 
utilities. It was said at the com- 
mission’s offices that the Janu- 
ary storms caused the biggest 
damage Southwestern Bell had 
ever experienced. 

The commission required the 
Public Service Co. to amortize over 
a five-year period the expense of 
arbitrating thé 1947 strike of its 
operating employes. 

It is expected that representa- 
i tives of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission and -of the state 
regulatory agencies of Missouri, 
Oklahoma, Kansas, Arkansas and 
Illinois will co-operate in dealing 
with Southwestern Bell on the 
amortization plan. One informed 
official said there was no effec- 
tive precedent as to the desirable 
period in the entire section of the 
country concerned. Texas has no 
state regulation of telephone serv- 
ice, The company spokesman said 
it was expected uniformity in 
treatment of the matter among 
the various states would be sought. 

About a quarter of the storm 
damage will be charged to capital 
investment as part of the plant 
account, the: company said. The 
balance is regarded as mainte- 
nance, chargeable to operating ex- 
penses.

CHAMPAIGN, Ii. 
(AP)—Three 
smashed today in an unprecedent- 
ed Western Conference indoor 
track meet which produced co- 
champions—Wisconsin and Ohio 
State—for the first time in his- 
tory.

Wisconsin's baton team of Gene 
Whipple, Mel Goldin, Gehrmann 
and Bob Mansfield, sped the mile 
in 3:18.6 to knock three-tenths sec- 
ond off the Conference mark post- 
ed by Michigan in 1939 and 
matched by Ohio State in 1947. 

The Buckeyes, defending relay 
champions, grabbed second place 
in the thrilling windup race to 
pocket eight vital points that pro- 
vided them with a split title. Ohio 
State’s team, consisting of Ed 
Reilly," Mark Whitaker, Harry 
Cogewell, and Mal Whitfield, 

- turned in 3:20.1. 

The Buckeyes won the team 
crown last year with 43 points. 
The 38 scored this time was the 
lowest winning tally since Ohio 
State’s 37 total in 1942. 

Illinois Third. 

Illinois, third in the mile relay, 
finished third in the meet with 35 
points, followed by Purdue with 
21%, Minnesota 21, Indiana 18, 
Michigan 13%, Northwestern 10, 
and Iowa with a complete blank. 

Gehrmann, a disappointment in 
his mile specialty, which he won 
in his poorest time of the season 
—4:16.1—apparently saved’ him- 
self for the 880. In this race, the 
slight, 130-pounder strode to a 
1:53.1 to clip eight-tenths second 
from the old Conference mark 
held jointly by Charles Hornbostel 
of Indiana (1933) and Herb Bar- 
ten of Michigan (1947). 

Barten, who figured to repeat 
‘for the 880 title, floated home in 
last place after cutting the throt- 
tle when«his bruised foot began 
paining. Ohio State’s Don Wash- 
ington was second to Gehrmann, 
about 25 yards behind. 

Purdue’s Jewell Daily hoisted, 
the third meet record with a 24- 
foot 7-inch leap in the broad jump.

It is useless to expect the ducks 
to continue their flight over an 
object in dark clothes lying upon 
the ground. My shooting suit is 
corduroy, with a cap of the same; 
and as it is about the color of 
the grass, cornstalks and weeds 
late in the fall, it answers very 
well, If the shooter has no cordu- 
roy clothes, let him wear a linen 
duster over his dark clothes. The 
latter may do very well for a 
patch of black ground in a corn- 
field, or a dark ground at a cross- 
ing-place; but usually corduroy 
can be made to suit anywhere by 
a little care in selection, because 
dead grass and weeds nearly 
everywhere prevail. 
A man in dark clothes by a 
pond in the prairie would not get 
a duck in a day, no matter how 
numerous they might be in the 
neighborhood. Ducks are wary 
birds and very far-sighted. But 
some men seem to believe that 
the ducks are as foolish and as 
thoughtless as themselves. They 
post themselves in places where 
the color of their clothes is in 
strong contrast with everything 
else around; and when the ducks 
Sheer off wide as soon as they 
see them, the shooters in ques- 
tion blaze awhy out of distance, 
and never touch a feather.

He 
should then rise quickly to a sit- 
ting posture, at which they will 
check their forward flight, and 
tower up into the air. 

That is the right time to shoot— 
I may say the only time, in this 
description of the sport in which 
there is a real good chance of 
killing. He who is trying. for ducks 
in this way must not expect to 
be able to get on his feet to shoot. 
If he tries to do so, he will kill 
no ducks. He who cannot rise to a 
sitting posture from his back and 
shoot that way must wait for the 
ducks on his hands and knees, 
and shoot kneeling. It does not 
much matter which of these 
modes is adopted—although lying 
on the back is the best of the two 
—but it is essential that the shoot- 
er should make no move until the 
ducks are nearly over him. It 
is also absolutely necessary that 
his clothes should be of the color 
of the ground he lies on, for 
otherwise the ducks never will be 
over him. I have killed many 


be the great points upon which 
the sport depends. 

When there is snow on the 
ground, the overdress of the 
shooter should be white, or nearly 
white, and a white handkerchief 
should be tied over his cap. At 
times when there is snow on the 
ground the ducks resort largely to 
the cornfields, and the sport in 
them at such times is usually very 
good, provided the shooters carry 
it on in the right way.

A number of requests have been 
received for information on the 
propagation of trees and shrubs 
by “cuttings” and “slips.” This 
is an inexpensive way of obtaining 
desirable plant materials, but a 
wait of many years may be re- 
quired before cuttings become 
large enough for decorative effect. 

Few hard and fast rules can be 
given for making cuttings, for the 
results vary with the season, the 
rooting medium, the condition of 
the plant, and'the types of cuttings 
selected. Individual plants in the 
same species may differ, too, for 
one scientist who took cuttings 
from several hollies found that the 
number from each tree that ac- 
tually rooted varied all the way 
from 40 to 80 per cent. 

Cuttings of most deciduous trees 
and shrubs usyally are made in 
autumn, and stored over the win- 
ter at a temperature of 45 or 50 
degrees. Many kinds can be made 
too, if care is taken 
to select live wood undamaged by 
winter cold, 

For dormant cuttings, the slim, 
shoots of last season’s 
growth are best, and they should 
be cut into pieces about eight to 
10 inches long. Each section of 
branch should have at least two 
buds, or two pairs of buds—one 
to be planted below the ground, 
and the other above, where it will

These structures and 


other work accomplished by existing federal | 


agencies in this vast basin constitute an ac- 
complished fact. 

They are a somewhat rigid framework, 
which an MVA would be bound to adopt— 
or adapt. They would exert’a large bearing 
on whatever unified, comprehensive plan 
an MVA would establish for harnessing and 
developing the huge natural resources of 
the basin. 

The accomplished fact is recognized re- 
peatedly in the Dill, introduced in the Sen- 
ate last Wednesday. It provides that the 
MVA plan shall include existing and par- 
tially completed structures built under the 
1944 Flood Control Act. 

That act wrote into law the Pick-Sloan 
plan for the basin, which was essentially 
a compromise merger of schemes of the 
Army’s Corps of Engineers and the Interior 
Department’s Bureau of. Reclamation. Pick- 
Sloan has been augmented into what now 
amounts to the “Interagency plan” through 
inclusion of the bureau’s ambitious project 
for diverting water under the Rocky moun- 
tains from the Colorado river, the Army’s 
pre-Pick-Sloan Fort Peck dam and some 
lesser activities of the basin states. 

MVA would be authorized under the 
new bill to construct or operate any of 
its projects in conjunction with existing 
official agencies. 

The big argument for establishing an 
MVA, still valid, is that it would be a 
single, unified planning and management 
agency, in the general administrative pat- 
tern of the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
MVA, its supporters maintain, would end 
the present conflicts of laws, ‘rules, cus- 


nation of policy on public power transmis- 
sion, either in this basin or nationally. The 
question is important because without gov- 
ernmental provision of the main lines, small 
towns and co-ops, which want cheap power 
badly, may be unable to obtain it. 
Virtually every part of the Missouri 
valley, covering a sixth of the nation, is 
. crying for more electric power. There is 
a serious question whether the _ Inter- 
agency phn has gone as far as it could 
in planning for more power. 
On the other hand, the charge has been 
made by MVA advocates that there is not 
enough water available now to fulfill all the 
functions contemplated under Interagency 
—in particular not enough now for the 
Army’s navigation channel, Paradoxically, 
there is fear of a critical flood in early 
spring, at least in the upper part of the 
basin, due to the tremendous volume of 
snow piled up in recent months.

The tremendously important field of soil 
and forest conservation is a notable instance 
of the existing situation. It has received 
only a tiny fraction of the funds for work 
in, the basin, compared with three-quarters 
of a billion dollars allotted the Army En- 
gineers and the Reclamation Bureau, both 
of which have been backed by vigorous lob- 
bies. Such conservation would abate the 
costly, wasteful siltation of the water reser- 
voirs, hold earth where it belongs to produce 
badly needed food for man and livestock, 
and retard the flood-producing runoff of 
snow and rain water.

Army, Reclamation Dams 
And Water Power Developments, 


Eighteen big Army dams are included in 
the Interagency plan. Of these, Kanopolis, 
on the Smoky Hill river in Kansas, and Fort 
Peck in Montana, are done; six are under 
construction; two are in the planning stage, 
and seven in Missouri have been, are or 
will be under restudy. The eighteenth, in 
Kansas, is held up over local controversy. 

The Army group includes six big proj- 
ects for the Missouri river proper—Fort 
Peck; Garrison, well under construction in 
North Dakota; Oahe and Fort Randall, being 
built in South Dakota, and Big Bend and 
Gavins Point, both in the pre-construction 
or planning phase, in South Dakota. 

The Reclamation Bureau has sponsored 
105 dams under the Interagency plan, be- 
sides 18 pre-Pick-Sloan dams it had already 
erected within the Missouri basin. Of the 
105, it has finished only two, on the west- 
ern side of the Continental Divide in its Colo- 
rado diversion project, but it has 13 under 
construction, funds available to start 11 
more when weather permits, and plans ready 
for three others. 

One grandiose and controversial proj- 
ect to which an MVA might find itself 
committed is the bureau’s Missouri-Souris 
diversion. This is a scheme for taking 
water bodily from the Missouri basin and 
pumping it over the divide into the basin 
of the Red River of the North and through 
lakes and reservoirs until it reaches the 
western edge of Minnesota and the Cana- 
dian border. The object of this project is 
large-scale irrigation in northwestern 
North Dakota and furnishing a drinking- 
water supply for eastern North Dakota and 
western Minnesota towns. 


Irrigation of additional land is one of 
the big tasks of either Interagency or MVA. 
The Reclamation Bureau proposes to double 
the area of irrigated land in the Missouri 
valley by adding 4,500,000 acres. So far it 
has been able to add only a negligible por- 
tion of this. Biggest single areas proposed 
to be added are along the Canadian border, 
in the ‘Missouri-Souris project; in eastern 
South Dakota from Oahe Dam‘ and north 
of Denver, from the Colorado-Big Thompson 
diversion. 

Bureau officials have estimated that their 
projects would not be completed until 1980. 
The Federal Power Commission has sug- 
gested it might take 20 years longer. 
Of the present 4,500,000 irrigated acres in 
the basin, only about one-ninth were pro- 
vided by the bureau, the rest having been 
done by private or other non-federal ac- 
tivities. 

The atomic bomb was reported to have 
cost two billion dollars when it first 
burst over Japan. The Interagency plan for 
the Missouri basin contemplates spending 
about six and one-half billion dollars at 
the latest compilation. An Agriculture De- 
partment soil and water control program 
now under departmentai discussion might 
add nearly four billions more, if it follows 
the level of preliminary estimates. 


In four years since Pick-Sloam became law, 
the Army engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau, chief participants in the valley work 
so far, have received almost $385,000,000 
for work in the Missouri basin. Their re- 
quests for the next fiscal year for this area, 
now pending before Congress, would set a 
new peak—more than $272,000,000 for the 
single year. 

The Army was a slow starter, with appro- 
priations trailing behind those of the Rec- 
lamation Bureau for the first two years 
under Pick-Sloan. But it caught tp. It has 
now had, for the four years, appropriations 
exceeding $210,000,000, and it is asking 
more than $161,000,000 for the coming fis- 
cal year, or a total of $371,000,000. The 
Reclamation Bureau has had almost $175,- 
000,000 in appropriations for the four-year 
period and is seeking almost $111,000,000 
for the next year, or a total of almost $286,- 
000,000. 

If they get what they want in the pend- 
ing budget, the Army engineers and the 
bureau together will have received nearly 
two-thirds of a billion dollars for their Mis- 
souri basin undertakings in five years, 


Soil-Control Agencies 


This undertaking has established a _ toe- 
hold through the fact that the first physical 
work on it was begun last year. That work 
is construction of a small dam in the Mis- 
souri river below Fort Peck, in northeast- 
ern Montana, where the diversion of water 
from the Missouri basin would begin. 

The question of hydroelectric power pro- 
duction under the Interagency plan is in a 
muddle now, with the strong private power 
lobby continuing to snipe against public 
power. The MVA bill, in contrast, would es- 
tablish a broad policy of public power for 
the basin. 

While the private power interests have 
been able so far to bar public power in the 
smportaut Canyon Ferry Dam proposed by 
the Reclamation Bureau for the upper Mis- 
souri in Montana, the bureau is going ahead 
with another dam which is unique, in that 
it is intended solely for power generation. 
This is the first project for this purpose 
alone ever undertaken by the bureau. It is 
the Kortes Dam, being completed in the 
North Platte river in Wyoming. Oytput of 
its 30,000-kilowatt plant is destined for use 
in Denver. 

The bureau is building a big tranamineion 
line between Fort Peck and Garrison dams 


Have Been Starved for Funds. 


In contrast, two principal agencies con- 
cerned with soil and water control—Agri- 
culture’s Forest Service and Soil Conser- 
vation Service—have had not quite $20,- 
000,000 in appropriations for the Missouri 
basin so far. They contemplated using $23,- 
000,000 in the coming fiscal year, according 
to the latest Interagency financial program. 
Virtually half of the Army engineers’ pro- 
gram for the coming fiscal year consists of 
one “item’’—$80,000,000 for leveés along 
the Missouri river in Missouri, Kansas, lowa 
and Nebraska. This is part of a major phase 
of the flood control scheme, which calls for 
levees throughout the low-lying: areas down- 
stream from the Dakotas. The Army is pre- 
paring to convert the Missouri into a chain 
of five long lakes across the Dakotas, by its 
big dams, 

Already construction has been partly com- 
pleted and partly started on 102 miles of 
levees in the section between Kansas City 
and Sioux City, Ia. No construction steps 
have been taken yet for levees downstream 
from Kansas, City. Local interests are re- 
quired under federal law to provide the ex- 
tensive areas needed for sites for the levees

two official reasons for Army participation 
in the basin program. In the first. four years 
under Pick-Sloan its appropriations were 
divided to allow more than $178,600,000 for 
flood control work and more than $31,000,- 
000 for navigation work. The Army is en- 
deavoring to complete a 9-foot barge chan- 
nel from St. Louis to Sioux City, just below 
South Dakota. Some interests would like 
to have the navigation channel extended to 
Yankton, S. D., or even well up into the 
Dakotas. The latter would require costly 
locks or canals or both. 

‘Other major items on-the Army program 
sought for the coming year are: Continuing 
work on Garrison Dam, $31,000,000; con- 
tinuing work on Fort Randall Dam, $25,- 
500,000; pushing the start of work on Oahe 
Dam, $2,000,000; approaching completion of 
the big Harlan County Dam on the Re- 
publican river in Nebraska, $12,500,000; 
continuing the ambitious flood protection 
project at Kansas City, $5,700,000; flood 
protection at Omaha, $1,700,000; continu- 
ing work 
$1,026,000. 

Biggest item in the proposed Reclamation 
Bureau program for the coming yegr is 
$21,500,000 for continuation of the Colo- 
rado-Big Thompson diversion job. Other 
large undertakings on the program include 
a variety of irrigation and power projects, 
among these being basic construction at 
Canyon Ferry Dam. 

The Interagency committee has set up a 
financial program for the federal agencies 
and the basin states for work on the Mis- 
souri valley plan for the period of the next 
six fiscal years, starting July 1, 1949. This 
calls for a total of $3,990,000,000.

Excuses offered by Russia for this action 
simply do not thake\ semse when official 
Soviet statements are compared with the 
record of Health Organization activities.

The telegram sent to the World Health 

Organization here by Nikolai Vinogradov, 
Soviet Deputy Minister of Health, announc- 
ing Russian withdrawal oe the WHO, 
gave as “‘réasons:”’ 
‘Tasks connected with international 
measures for prevention and control of dis- 
eases and with the spread of medical science 
achievements are not being accomplished by 
the Organization satisfactorily. At the 
same time, maintenance of the Organiza- 
tion’s swollen administrative machinery in- 
volves expenses which are too heavy for 
member states to bear. All this shows that 
the direction taken. by the activities does 
not correspond to those which were set be-

During the first World Health Assembly 
of the WHO, in June, 1948, here in Geneva, 
the same Dr. Vinogradov addressed the 
founding group in these words: 

“What are to be the fundamental tasks 

of the Organization in years to come? 
In our opinion they should comprise, in 
the first instance, assistance to nations 
which have suffered from the war; elimi- 
nation of the effects of.the war on health, 
co-operation in the fight against epi- 
demics, and a strengthening of interna- 
tionai relations in the field of science. . . .” 

Comparing this statement with accom- 
plishments, Dr. Brock Chisholm of Canada, 
director-general of the WHO, pointed out 
that the World Health Organization has 
been officially in iaction only since last Sep- 
tember, although functioning as an interim 
commission since 1946. Dr. Chisholm said 
the Russian condemnation of the Organiza- 


tion now was “premature” to say the least.

problems which need attention are poorly 
worked ott. Of the features of the act 
which are completely bad, the two most im- 
portant are the prohibition of the closed 
shop and the requirement that union-shop 
contracts be approved by a vote of the 
employes. Employers are not willing to 
sign closed-shop or union-shop contracts un- 
less they believe that their employes strongly 
desire such a contract; there is little danger 
such contracts will be imposed upon unwill- 
ing workers. The closed shop is a well- 
established .American institution which fits 
conditions here and which serves useful 
purposes. 

Although it would not be appropriate in 
this article to attempt to spell out the de- 
tails of a successor to the Taft-Hartley Act, a 
few broad generalizations may be set forth. 
The law should be comprehensive. There 
is a wide range of problems on which public 
policies are needed—problems of relations 
between unions and individual workers, be- 
tween unions and employers, between unions 
and unions and between unions and employ- 
ers, on the one hand, and the community on 
the other. 

A new law should take account of the 
fundamental characteristics of industrial re- 
lations in the United States—those which 
are the product of the American environ- 
ment and which cannot easily be changed. 
The principal objective should be to protect

Within less than a 
month arrangements were made to rehabili- 
tate penicillin plants in Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia and Yugoslavia. In addition, the 
WHO is co-operating with the United Na- 
tions Childrens’ Emergency Fund to supply 
war-devastated countries with streptomycin. 
Distribution already has begun in Czechoslo- 
vakia, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Romania and 
Bulgaria. 

Efforts to increase penicillin production 
were impeded by the fact that Byelorus- 
sia and the Ukraine, where additional 
penicillin plants are located, refused to 
attend the conference held on this subject. 


Medical books, X-ray films, microscopes 
and other supplies have been sent to war- 
torn countries including Poland, Byelorussia 
and the Ukraine. The Ukraine alone, for in- 
tance, has received some 6500 medical books 
through the WHO. Between last September 
and December, 50 medical fellowships were 
awarded by the WHO to studefts in war- 
devastated countries for study-at some’ of 
the world’s chief medical centers. Medical 
teams have toured many war-torn areas, ad- 
vising on improvement of medical facilities 
and methods.

When South 
Tried to Halt 
Filibustering

ENATORS from the South are running 
. the filibuster against the proposed anti- 

filibuster rule which has tied up impor- 
tant Truman Administration bills, but it 
has not always been this way, One of the 
hottest blasts ever hurled at a filibustering 
bend came from a Senator of the deep 
South—the great John Sharp Williams of 
Mississippi, who served in Congress for 30 
years ending in 1923. 
Directing his bitter words at a Republican 
coterie which was opposed to a $50,000,000 
rivers and harbors measure of the first Wil- 
son Administration in 1914, the old-style 
Democratic orator from Mississippi cried: 

“There are still some Senators who 
think they are the Senate, but the Sen- 
ate can teach them better if the Senate 
will. ... The only way under the sun to 
do it is to pass a resolution in this body 
to stay in permanent and perpetual ses- 
sion until this bill is passed. 

“Do not give the filibustering Senators 
from 11 o'clock at night until 11 o’clock 
the next morning to hunt up new pegs 
whereupor hang verbiage. ... Let 
them talk until they drop upon their 
seats. Let them talk until their mouths 
are so dry that they can not utter another 
word,” 

The 1914 G.O.P. filibuster, which inciden- 
tally was successful in that it forced the 
Demecratic leadership to send the bill back 
to committee with instructions to cut down 
the appropriation, illustrates one of the 
reasons why Senators have been loath to do 
more than speak harsh words at their fili- 
bustering brethern,

Where Are We in the Air? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a feat of aerial achievement the 
flight of the B-50 Lucky Lady II around 
the world was impressive. It constitutes 
a milestone in ‘aviation history. The 
pilot and his crew and’ all concerned 
deserve congratulations and a hearty 
“well done.” 


However, let us not allow the novelty 
of the achievement to blind us to certain 
realistic considerations. First of all, re- 
fueling in the air is costly, difficult, and 
requires specially trained personnel. It 
is hard to see how it is practical for 
commercial aviation. It is cheaper, 
safer, easier and requires less personnel 
to land the plane and refuel than to 
refuel in mid-air. Also, if there is a 
runway long enough for the refueling 
Plane to.take off and land, then the 
Same runway can be used for refueling 
on the ground. 

If we think of the feat in terms of 
bomb-carrying capacity it is even less 
impressive. Lucky Lady II carried no 
bombs, thereby lightening its load and 
increasing its range. We cannot assume 
that in the event of a future war—with 
say Russia, for example—the airstrips 
which were used for refueling stops 

. would be available to us. They might 
be controlled by the enemy or by a neu- 
tral power. On the other hand, if the 
refueling point air strips were to be 
available to us, why have the flight 
originate in the continental United 
States ? 

In speculating about our ability to de- 
liver the atom bomb to any given point 
on the globe we must think in terms of 
a round-trip—unless we are going into 
the Kamikaze business. None of the 
five stages between refueling in the 
Lucky Lady II’s flight was of such 
length that anything new was contributed 
to the potential of air bombardment. 


Another recent flight, which is of equal 
or greater importance in estimating our 
capacity to deliver the atom bomb over 
any given target, went almost unno- 
ticed. I refer to the fact that a P2V 
Neptune was flown from a carrief deck. 
This is the same type plane which flew 
nonstop and without refueling from 
Perth, Western Australia, to Columbus, 
O., a distance of almost 12,000 miles and 
approximately half the total distance 
flown by Lucky Lady II. If such a plane 
were flown from a carrier which was 
in the eastern Mediterranean, there is 
no doubt that a bomb could be dropped 
behind the iron curtain and the pilot 
would have sufficient range to return 
to a base in the continental United 
States without refueling. The same can- 
not be said of a B-50 taking off from 
the continental United States. 

In thé air age such great strides have 
been made that we are often apt to let 
our imagination lead to unjustified con- 
clusions regarding the immediate future. 
In the event of war a force in being is 
the only one which can be used against 
the enemy. Blueprints don’t fly. Neith- 
er does one experimental round-the-world 
flight make carriers and overseas dir 
bases obsolete, any more than one ex- 
perimental jet bomber of limited range 
makes an air force. Apparently, how- 
ever, the top brass of the Air Force and 
some of the members of Congress think 
otherwise. Let’s give the people all the 
facts and let them decide.

Reply to Mr. Dillmon

The rebuttal to your editorial, “The 
Closed Shop Issue,” by Martin A. Dill- 
mon, editor of the St. Louis Union Labor 
Advocate, contains a number of incon- 
sistencies.

He is in trbuble in trying to get in- 
stallation of utilities, in getting truck 
hauling, in short in essential features 
of the construction business. 

Mr. Dillmon also remarks that the 
closed shop ban impairs the “freedom of 
contract” of employers and union em 
ployes.

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A Shame on America 

There is one thing that Gen. Clay should do 
in Germany before he has any thought whatever 
-of coming home. That is to clean up the shock- 
ing background of the Malmedy convictions ob- 
tained by American prosecutors at Dachau. The 
record reads like the brutalities which the 
Nazis themselves practiced. 

To make a very had situation even worse, an 
Army review board at Frankfurt now attempts 
to justify the beatings, kickings and other physi- 
cal and mental torturings of German suspects. 
The board of review says that there was general 
use of “ruses, stratagems, stool pigeons and sim- 
ilar practices,” but that these were proper be- 
cause of “the difficulty of cracking the case”! 

While the Army board claims that “physical 
violence was not systematically applied in order 
to obtain statements,” it does conclude that “un- 


-doubtedly in the heat of the mément on occa- 


sions interrogators did use some physical force 
on a recalcitrant suspect.” 

The board admitted without qualification of 
any kind that some suspects were told that if 
they did not talk their relatives would be de- 
prived of ration cards. In other instances, mock 
trials were held in which the accused were con- 
fronted with fake judges dressed in black, seat- 
ed behind burning candles and a crucifix. 

It is no defense at all of such third-degree 
handling of prisoners to say that the case was 
difficult to crack. Nor is it any justification 
that the massacre of 150 unarmed Americans by 
a German tank force at Malmedy, in the Battle 
of the Bulge, was a revolting brutality. The bru- 
talities of the American military prosecutors 
were practiced after the United States had be- 
come a peacetime occupying power in Germany, 
dedicated to teaching the precepts of democra- 
cy, justice and respect for the individual. 

Not all Americans who were associated with 
these convictions have shut their eyes to their 
cruelties and deceit. Col. Willis N. Everett Jr., 
appointed to defend the 74 Germans, contended 
that the accused had not had a fair trial and ap- 


‘pealed for them to the United States Supreme 


Court. As a result of his powerful protest, the 
Department of the Army sent Justice Gordon 
Simpson of the Texas Supreme Court and Judge 
Edward Van Roden of Delaware County, Pa., to 
investigate the facts. . 

As long ago as last October, that commission 
recommended commuting the death sentences 
of 29 of the prisoners. Its report, in addition 
to the brutalities noted above, said some de- 
fendants were kept in solitary confinement for 
months and that some were beaten in hoods 
bloody from beatings given other prisoners. 

On this record, here is an entry in the Ameri- 
can performance in Germany which is of a 
piece with Hitlerism. It has been allowed to 
be part of our record far too long. What if 
Gen. Clay does have to reverse the death sen- 
tences he has approved? What if he does re- 
buke the wearers of the Army uniform who for- 
got the basic principles of justice? 

If our commander in Germany does not re- 
move this shame from America in short order, 
he should be expressly directed to do so by 
Washington. Better that no one be specifically 
punished for the Malmedy brutality than that 
the United States condone brutality by our 
prosecutors overseas.

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A New TVA Reason for an MVA 


TVA’s new experimentation with wood mo- 
lasses for cattle feed is one of the many ways 
in which an MVA can help the Missouri Valley 
and the Pick-Sloan substitute cannot. 

Production of molasses from sawdust and oth- 
er waste wood has already been accomplished by 
the United States Forest Products Laboratory, 
and it is readily eaten by animals. What is 
needed now is to find out whether it can be made 
at a cost low enough and whether it will put 
weight on cattle cheaply enough. 

At its chemical works at Muscle Shoals, Ala., 
TVA and the Forest Products Laboratory will 
construct a pilot plant to produce wood mo- 
lasses on a scale comparable to a commercial 
operation. The output will be distributed widely 
for feeding tests. 

Development of cattle feed from some kind of 
native resource that is now going to waste would 
be a te Ao the Missouri Valley. In areas where 


t, 


beets are grown, beet tops serve that function. 
But there are many other areas of the valley 
where feed to supplement the range is still am 
unsolved problem. The regional research. which 
MVA, would do in such field as this is one of the 
sound reasons why the Missouri Valley cannot 
afford the substitute it is being offered by the 
Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau. 
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Inserutability or Weakness? 

A change of ministers—or even of govern- 
ments—in no country other than Russia could 
have produced as puzzled a world reaction as 
the hews that Molotov has been “relieved” as 
Soviet Foreign Minister. 

Had a similar change occurred in Britain or 
France—or in Paraguay—the world’s chancel- 
leries would have understood its broad signifi- 
cance. They would have known whether it was 
a matter merely of internal politics or whether 
it heralded a change in foreign policy. If the 
latter, they would have had a fairly good idea 
of the direction of that change. 

Perhaps, the Kremlin is rather pleased by the 
mystification it has aroused. This is, however, 
actually a sign of Soviet weakness. A truly self- 
confident regime, whether or not it be demo- 
cratic, is willing and even eager to be under- 
stood. It may sometimes consider some particu- 
lar action in need of a little window-dressing, 
but it sees no point in making secrets of its or- 
ganization and basic policies. It wants to be 
part of the world, and not apart from it. , 

To this the Soviet Union is the great excep- 
tion. And there is something neurotic in. the 
way in which it cultivates inscrutability. — 

The Politburo, of course, cannot be complete- 
ly successful in shrouding itself in a mantle of 
darkness. It cannot prevent some fairly sharp 
guessing as to the meaning of its moves. It 
would be foolhardy to say, in the absence of 
more positive developments, that Vishinsky’s 
designation as Foreign Minister signifies an 
abandonment of the cold war. He is not a new 
Litvinoff. He has regularly echoed Molotov’s 
thunder, and on occasion he has even fancied it 
up with a few extra lightning bolts. 

On the other hand, the party line can be 
changed overnight. -Maybe that’s why the Daily 
Worker was afraid to play up the Molotov event. 
Perhaps its editors had not yet received their 
intellectual guidance. Often the news cables 
are faster than the dialecticians. 

Non-Russians will be more prone to connect: 
the Molotov “release” with the question of who 
is to be Stalin’s successor. For some time now, 
Russian propaganda magazines have featured 
Molotov almost as prominently as Stalin. Maybe 
Molotov wants to devote all of his time to keep- 
ing himself in the No. 2 spot. After all, Stalin 
is aging. He has been ill. And no doubt there 
are ambitious men in Russia as everywhere else. 
Perhaps, as Leigh White suggests, the Soviet 
Union is about to be diverted from its intransi- 
geant foreign policy by an internal struggle. 

It is, of course, not necessary for the Ameri- 
can State Department, the British Foreign Of- 
fice or any other diplomats to leap to hard-and- 
fast conclusions. They will remain as Wary as 
ever, but they also will be alert for any change 
that may be in the wind—and for the diplomatic 
opportunities it may bring. 

This is a good time for the democratic na- 
tions to demonstrate their basic stability. The 
clarity of their views and the openness of their 
methods appear to better advantage than ever 
in view of the latest demonstration of Soviet se- 
cretiveness. . 
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Not a Party Matter 

Every Governor of Ilinois for the last 25 years, 
with one exception, has urged the calling of a 
convention to modernize Illinois’ virtually un- 
amendable State Constitution. The one excep- 
tion was John Stelle who served only a few 
weeks after the death of Henry Horner. 

Three of these Governors have been Republi- 
cans. Yet some of the Republican leaders at 
Springfield are opposing the plan of Gov. Ste- 
venson, the Illinois and Chicago Bar Associa- 
tions, the League of Women Voters and other 
groups, to give the voters a chance to pass on 
the question. They are trying to make a party 
issue out of a matter in no sense partisan. 

The Republican party in Missouri took no 
such stand against necessary revision of the 
Missouri Constitution four years ago. Republi- 
cans have not blocked constitutional reform in 
New York, New Jersey, Kentucky or other states 
in recent years. On‘the contrary, they have 
helped produce new constitutions on a non- 
partisan basis. | 

The 19 to 4 vote for the Mlinois resolution in 
the House committee is an excellent start. Re- 
publicans and Democrats should join in speeding 
the measure to the people. Favorable action 
will -be as much of a credit to one party as to 
the other. 
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The President on Unification 

Democrats and Republicans alike should heed 
President Truman’s call for a genuinely unified 
Department of Defense with ample authority for 
its civilian head. His Tecommendation follows 
fairly- closely the recent report of the Hoover 
commission, and it also reflects views expressed 
only the other day by Gen. Eisenhower. Fur- 
thermore, it has the unassailable support of 
common sense. , 

Mr. Truman calls for a department headed by 
a Secretary of Defense, an Under Secretary and 
three Assistant Secretaries. It is to be assumed 
that he would reduce the present civilian heads 
of Army, Navy and Air Force to these assistant 
secretaryships. The head of the department and 
the Under Secretary certainly should not have 
a special attachment to any of the services. Fur- 
ther, as the President has suggested, the service 
heads should not be free to ignore their su- 
periors. 

So far as the Joint Chiefs of Staff are con- 
cerned, Mr. Truman follows the majority of the 
Hoover commission in recommending a chair- 
man. He might, however, well have accepted 
the suggestion of a minority, headed by Secre- 


tary of State Acheson, which called for a six- 


star officer to‘outrank the commanders of the 
three services. Responsible directly to the Sec- 
retary, such an officer could keep the services 
not only in step with each other, but also in step 
with the government they serve. He could help 
to establish a new tradition of over-all military 
thinking which would rise above the football! 
fields of Annapolis and West Point. 

Be that as it may, the President has stressed 
the main requirements. In view of the long 
tradition of separate services, it might have been 
impossible to-achieve his objectives two years 
ago. The need for unification was then admit- 
ted, but it was argued that sweeping methods 
were unnecessary. A compromise has been tried, 
and, notwithstanding the gains, unification has 
not been achieved. Nothing remains now but 


for Congress to accept the President’s advice.

Jack Sheehan of Harrigan and Sheehan’s 
Undertaking Co. lived at 1408 North Eight- 
eenth street. His wife was called the Queen 
of the, Patch. The fireworks display he 
would have on July 4 was the biggest en- 
joyment for all] the kids. 

The Lafayette. Brewery was on Eight- 
eenth and Cass avenue and the owners, 
Brinkwirth and Nolker, lived in a palatial 
stone-front mansion on the northwest cor- 
ner of Eighteenth and Cass, opposite the 
brewery. The farmers came to the brewery 
every day and got loads of juicy malt for 
their cattle, and we got many buckets of 
yeast, from which wonderful coffee cake 
was made. 

Bollman’s brickyard was on the west side 
of Eighteenth street between O’Fallon and 
Cass avenue, and extended west to Hogan 
street. We kids would roast potatoes in the 
hot hickgry ashes of the kilns and boy, 
how good they were. 

Mr. Bollman, owner of the brickyard, was 
called the meanest man in the Patch by 
all the kids because he would never let us 
play on his grounds or let us swim or go 
mud-crawling in a small pool used to wet 
the yellow clay for making bricks. 

One year, Mr. Dundon, grand marshal of 
the St. Patrick’s day parade, had a white 
horse painted green lead the parade, and 
wore a silk hat and Prince Albert coat. 
After the parade dancés and parties would 
go on till wee hours in the morning. 

The familiee of the “Patch had no ice 
boxes, gas stoves, fly screens or linoleum on 
kitchen floors. No concrete floors in the 
cellars. Only a large earthern jar with 
water to keep the butter. Hot cooking coal 
stoves summer and winter. But we kids 
were all healthy.

U. S. CAMERA ANNUAL 1949, edited 
by T. J. Maloney. (U. S. Camera 
Publishing Corp.; 392 pgs., $6.50). 


; DITOR TOM MALONEY in 
E an introductory piece to this 

annual makes an excellent 
paraphrase of ‘‘the world’s worst 
bromide”—‘one picture is worth 
one thousand words.”’ He writes 
“one picture is usually worth as 
much as the adequate number of 
words to describe it.”” That is 
the basis of this book and the 
result is an exciting collection 
of pictures with enough text to 
place them in perspective. The 
nearly 400 nine by 12 inch pages 
in the book are about equally di- 
vided into two volumes: Fine 
Photographs and Great News 
Pictures. 

In the first volume 73 pages 
are devoted to selections from 
Edward Steichen’s “In and Out 
of Focus” show last year in the 
New York Museum of Modern 
Art. In this section as well as in 
the entire book there is a mini- 
mum of the pretty landscapes and 
still lifes usually associated with 
a photographic salon, The pic- 
tures here are predominantly of 
people and their surroundings, 
the most challenging subject for 
photographers. 


A few abstractions are includ- 
ed which are a@ matter for indi- 
vidual interpretation. Some 
readers will question whether a 
literal art form like photography 
is a proper medium for abstrac- 
tions. Anyway, they are clever 
photographic tricks.whether they 
mean anything or not. Sixteen 
pages are devoted to fine pic- 
tures from the French show which 
appeared in New York. A series 
titled ‘‘Labor and Birth” taken 
by Wayne Miller at the time of 
his son’s birth form a vivid hu- 
man document. 


The editor explains that for 
reasons of economy the color sec- 
tion of the book was limited to 
16 pages. These were reprinted 
from plates loaned by Vogue and 
Eastman Kodak Company and 
are beautiful reproductions. The 
News Pictures. volume of the 
book is prefaced with a concise 
news chronology. The pictures 
that follow gain in significance 
in the light .of surrounding 
events. Many of the pictures 
that were considered good when 
first published seem better in ret- 
rospect.- An epic example of 
photo reportage is the Henri Car- 
tier-Bresson series on “India at 
Gandhi’s Death.”” This is easily 
the most memorable documentary 
photography of the year. 


The hundreds of pictures in 
the Annual are as varied as the 
photographers and subjects them- 
selves. Seen as a whole the book 
is overwhelming and taken in 
smaller doses it can furnish many 
stimulating hours.

T. S. Eliot Writes a Brief for a Class Society

HEN T. S. Eliot speaks of 
W catare only accredited 

highbrows are expected to 
listen. Whether rightly or wrong- 
ly the general public thinks of 
Mr. Eliot as a “modern poet” a 
term associated with erudite ref- 
erences and obscure meanings. 


The term “‘culture” also has some 
unfortunate connections. It can 


refer to the growing of bananas, 


the training of the voice, the 
practises of polite society and a 
number of other activities. But 
it also has a deadly and persist- 
ent reference to super-refine- 
ment. 

The combination of “Eliot” 
and “culture” is a formidable 
one. It may command respect— 
like Planck and the Quantum 
Theory or Aristotle and Teleology 
—but it hardly excites a lively 
general interest. 

Mr. Eliot, who was born in 
St. Louis was recently awarded 
the Nobel Prize for poetry, This 
carries a distinction that cannot 
be ignored but it doesn’t make 
his poetry easier to read. As a 
prose writer, however, he is on 
a different plane of intelligibility 
and his newly published book, 
“Notes Towards a Definition of 
Culture” (Harcourt, Brace) is no 
harder to understand than a lead 
editorial in the Manchester Guar- 
dian. Moreover his subject con- 
cerns everybody for the main 
proposition of his book—and its 
most important one—deals with 
culture in its largest sense; as 
a pattern of civilization or a way 


of life. ‘ 
ie all the main trends of mod- 
ern life. In particular he holds 
that a class society, guarantee- 
ing inherited power and privilege, 
is a necessary condition for the 
preservation and transmission of 
culture, At first glance it may 
seem from this that Mr. Eliot is 
just an outmoded snob or a self- 
elected Bourbon. - He is neither. 
He wants to preserve the fruits 
of culture for everybody but 
thinks it will be impossible if 
the trend toward a classless so- 
ciety, which he now sees in proc- 
ess, is carried to its logical con- 
clusion. 

His reasons involve a certain 
refinement of thought and a con- 
sideration for intangible values. 
Stated simply they are as fol- 
lows: A social class—whether, 
upper, middle or lower—insures 
continuity. It passes on to its 
members whatever can be taught 
by formal education and much 
that cannot be taught. Mm dis- 
cussing the latter classification 
Mr. Eliot is not specific, possibly 
because he thinks his meaning 
should be self-evident. It can 
be inferred, however, that he is 
referring to such things as mu- 
tual helpfulness, courage in ad- 
versity, basic honesty, courteous 
manners,.tenderness toward the 
afflicted and so on, These things 
can be taught by precept in 
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class and the family transmit.

schools. But it is the example 
of one’s parents and others who 
surround the child in his most 
impressionable period, which fix 
him in an almost unbreakable 
mold. 

A class is valuable, then, 
chiefly because it preserves the 
family as the primary agency 
for transmitting culture. Second- 
ly an upper class is needed to 
set the tone of a society. 


Can a classless society have a 
*‘tone’’; and can it preserve the 
family? Mr. Eliot thinks not. 
First of all he regards the ideal 
family as consisting of more than 
its living members. It must 
have an awareness of the past 
and a solicitude for the future. 
Without that there is no feeling 
of continuity. “No traditions can 
be built up; no sacred memories 
held im trust. For each member 
will tend to fly off as soon as 
possible in pursuit of the career 
to which his abilities assign him. 
Te a class society that Mr. 

Eliot can foresee is one dom- 
inated by elites—that is, groups 
of people who are chosen exclu- 
sively for their proved ability. 
And by workable he means me- 
chanically workable. Under the 
best possible conditions—which it 
would be optimistic to expect— 
there would be a system of uni- 
versal education and every posi- 
tion in society would be filled 
by the man or woman best fit- 
ted for it. An elite, however, 
would consist of individuals who 
had nothing in common except 
their professional interests. They 
would meet like committees; and 
everybody knows what a commit- 
tee meeting is like. 


The dominating elite, he 
thinks, might conceivably harden 
into a self-perpetuating dictator- 
ship (see the Russian Politburo) 
and if it didn’t it would still be 
incapable of passing along all the 
elements of culture because its 
members would not be attached 
to a class. 

Now Mr. Eliot is not against 
elites. He regards them as the 
trustees of the culture that the 
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eS prevailed. If he had it would have 
: been easier to examine the rea- 


sons for the distintegration of 
aristocratic power. I suggest, as 
an hypothesis that it’s the result 
of a natural law. An hereditary 
ruling class. cannot perpetuate 
itself indefinitely because it sep- 
arates from the rest of society 
and safeguards its. privileges 
more assiduously than it dis- 
charges its responibilities. 
TT existocracies has been caused 
by the envy or perversity of 
the lower orders is to overlook 
the natural conservatism of hu- 
man beings. . Most of us—high 
or low—will endure what we 
have as long as it’s endurable 
rather than risk the shocks and 
perils of revolt. A “revolution- 
ary situation” is created by mass 
pressure and mass pressure is 
caused by abnormal deprivations. 
Would Mr. Eliot contend that the 
ruling class in Hungary was alive 
to its relationship to the rest 
of society? Or the Czarist no- 
Bility? Or the nobility and gen- 
tny of Eighteenth Century 
France? Even if it be conceded 
that. revolutions do not replace 
the destroyed systems with better 
ones it is still hard to escape 
the conclusion that they were 
caused by’ failure at the top. 


Mr. Eliot’s misgivings cannot 
be dismissed with a shrug. But 
surely it is conceivable that other 
focal points of culture can be es- 
tablished in the church, the 
school, the social club, the labor 
union and elsewhere, Moreover it 
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© say that the unseatin® of 


is quite apparent that classes 


have not been perfect instruments 
for passing on culture else it 
wouldn’t have suffered such a 
tragic breakdown in Europe. 


As for the family, it is. kept 
alive in the lowest, as well as 
the highest, civilizations by a 
biological instinct as well as a 
tradition. Under any system the 
young will be nurtured in their 
periods of helplessness and will 
therefore receive a cultural 
guidance at their most impres- 
sionable periods. A basic con- 
tinuity—at least—is thus as- 
sured. 


Mr. Eliot states—and as an 
axiom—that it’s psychologically 
impossible to imagine a higher 
culture than has already existed. 
There are others who believe that 
civilization is in its infancy.

It is a _ bad 
choice. Martha is not in the 
McLean tradition. Moreover she 
doesn’t seem to realize that the 
best Southern blood has a low 
bdiling point and that the pas- 
sions of a gentleman are not to 
be confined to a bourgeois pat- 
tern of morality. 

Kirk brings Martha to the old 
family plantation where she re- 
ceives an icy greeting from Aunt 
Hat, a waspish old spinster, and 
a detachment of tight-lipped Ne- 
gro retainers who obviously 
have their own ideas of how a 
McLean bride should look, act 
and be. After this inauspicious 
beginning Martha notes a strik- 
ing resemblance between two Ne- 
gro children around the place 
and her husband. It is not— 
as she finds out—a coincidence. 

Things really get grim when 
the old family cook retires and 
Kirk goes to New Orleans for a 
new one. He returns with a pret- 
ty quadroon named May. After 
consuming May’s first burnt of- 
fering—a batch of indigestible 
corn bread—Martha decides that 
the quadroon was not retained 
for her prowess in the kitchen. 
0 is slipped into the tea. Hunt 

McLean, Kirk’s son by a 
previous marriage, unwittingly 
consumes two cups and dies in 
agony. Guilt is immediately 
charged to Martha and she is 
tried for murder. Her trial and 
its effects upon the lives of Kirk 
and Martha, provide the main ac- 
tion of the novel.’ 

“Double Muscadine” is a bad 

novel with good points, It has 

‘“readability,”” as the publishers’ 

ads now have it, and more than 

its share of tense situations, emo- 
tional clashes and amorous over- 
tones. It is not well organized, 
however, because Mrs. Gaither 
doesn’t let the reader know what 
aspect of the book should have 
the first consideration. It could 
be taken as a study of racial an- 
tagonisms, a discourse on the un- 
certainties of the legal system, or 
a story of individuals trapped 
in a web of intrigue. This uncer- 
tainty is bad for concentrated 
interest. In its parts it is fre- 
quently effective. The trial 
scenes have strong dramatic ten- 
sion. But the book, as a whole 
is crammed with too many ideas.

'The greatest compliment that 
¢an possibly be paid to Kerr 
Rainsford is to say that in seiz- 
‘ing the opportunity that Shake- 
speare overlooked he accom- 
plished something not totally un- 
worthy to be spoken of in the 
same breath with the historical 
dramas of “The Bard of Avon.” 
There is real drama as well as 
real poetry in “Harold of Eng- 
land.” All the more we regret, 
therefore, that owing to his 
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tragic and untimely death 
through drowning, shortly after 
completing this work, nothing 
more will come from his pen. 
His only other literary work was 
a narrative poem, “The Maid of 
Orleans,’’ which won much praise 
from the critics. 


Like Shakespeare's Henry V, 
Rainsford's Harold is the em- 
bodiment of English patriotism 
and nobility and that martial 
spirit which flows from the love 
of freedom. ‘in so ennobling the 
character of the Wessex earl ‘he 
took no more liberties with his- 
tory than his great exemplar did. 
Just a hundred years ago the 
English -romantic novelist Bul- 
wer-Lytton also found the theme 
inspiring. 


Harold, seeking to “knit the 
“broken pattern of this land in 
one,”’ caring more for his coun- 
try’s welfare than for his own, 
is opposed by William of’ Nor- 
mandy, no less great as a warrior 
and leader, but shrewder, more

proper authorities. Eventually, he 
gave up in disgust and probably 
would still be an obscure editor of 
Time magazine today if the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee had not called him, more or 
less by chance. 

What the committee eventual- 
ly obtained from him, sensa- 
tional as it was, perhaps is only 
a part of what he can tell. But 
that part unveiled enough to 
make it clear to all that a Red 
espionage network—w hich un- 
questionably still exis ts—fun- 
neled important United States 
diplomatic and military secrets 
to Russia a decade and more 


ago. 

I first became interested in 
Chambers without knowing his 
name. One day in the spring of 
1948, Ed Nellor, Washington cor- 
respondent of the New York Sun, 
asked.me what I knew about a 
senior editor of Time who lived on 
a farm at Westminster, Md., and 
was to be questioned by a New 
York grand jury. Nellor had in- 
quired about him at the Justice 
Department, but had been asked 
to “lay off.” 

I was interested in that jury’s 
findings, for I knew it was hear- 
ing Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, 
former Government economist, 
accused by Elizabeth Bentley of 
being a Communist. I found that 
the farmer-editor’s name was 
Chambers and, thinking he might 
supply some needed information, I 
dispatched two investigators to 
Time’s New York office to ques- 
tion him. 

They returned empty-handed, 
Chambers did not know Silver- 
master. However, he told my men 
that he had been a Communist 
and once, years before, had served 
as a courier between‘ an under- 
ground apparatus in Washington 
and the party’s New York head- 
quarters. He added that he had 
told all this to Assistant Secretary 
of State Adolf A. Berle and later 
to the F.B.I. when he broke with 
Communism, but that nothing had 
come of his revelations. He did 
not wish to appear before the 
committee, he said. I forgot him. 

But the startling testimony 
which Miss Bentley gave during 
her appearance before the com- 
mittee on July 31, 1948, and the 
denials of those named and the 
blasts the committee received 
from liberals and left-wingers.

Was an underground organization 
of the United States Communist 
party developed, to the best of my 
knowledge, by Harold Ware, one 
of the sons of the Communist lead- 
er known as ‘Mother Bloor.’ I 
knew it at its top level, a group of 
seven or so men, from among 
whom in later years certain mem- 
bers of Miss Bentley’s organization 
were apparently recruited. The 
head of the underground group at 
the time I knew it- was Nathan 
Witt, an attorney for the National 
Labor Relations Board. Later, 
John Abt became the leader. Lee 
Pressman was also a member of 
this group, as was Alger Hiss, who, 
as a member of the State Depart- 
ment, later organized the confer- 
ence at Dumbarton Oaks, San 
Francisco, and the United States 
side of the Yalta Conference. 

“The purpose of this group 
at that time was not primarily 
espionage. Its original purpose 
was the Communist infiltration 
of the American Government, 
But espionage was certainly one 
of its eventual] objectives. Let 
no one be surprised at this 
Statement. Disloyalty is a mat- 
ter of principle with every mem- 
ber of the Communist party. 
The Communist party exists for 
the specific purpose of over- 
throwing the Government, at 
the opportune time, by any and 
all means; and each of its mem- 
bers, by the fact that he is a 
member, is dedicated to this 
purpose. 

“It is 10 years since I broke 
away from the Communist party. 
During that decade I have sought 
to live an industrious and God- 
fearing life.

The path by which he reached 
them was devious. A year after 
he became a member of the Com- 
munist party, Chambers was as- 
signed to the Daily Worker. He 
ran it until 1929, though its nom- 
inal editor was Robert Minor. (Ed- 
itor’s note: Robert Minor,’once a 
Post-Dispatch cartoonist, left this 
newspaper in 1913.) 

Chambers left the party briefly 
in. 1829 when, as he put it, Stalin 
ruled out the “possibility of open 
argument between two groups of 
Communists.” Before that time, 
he asserted, there had been a 
“kind of democracy” within the 
Communist framework. 

But he returned in the early 
1930s. By 1932 he was editor of 
the New Masses. During that 
same year he was ordered into the 
Communist underground by Max 
Bedacht, a member of the Central 
Committee of the Party. There 
was, of course, no appeal from 
Bedacht’s command. His first con- 
tact in the underground, he told 
the Committee, was a man he 
knew under the aliases of Mike, 
Don, and Arthur thereafter, al- 
though he had previously known 
him in the open party as either 
John Sherman or Robert Mitchell. 

Mitchell took him to Grant’s 
Tomb, his_ story continued, and 
beckoned him into a large waiting 
automobile, driven by a Russian 
Chambers knew as Herbert and as 
Carl.

WoO days later Mitchell intro- 

duced him to another Russian, 

whom Chambers thereafter 
knew as Ulrich and Walter, and 
Ulrich ordered him to serve as a 
liaison man between the under- 
ground apparatus and Bedacht, 
who was in the open party. 

His main job, however, was 
the preparation of microfilmed 
documents for shipment to Rus- 
sia, and the receipt of the same 
from abroad. ‘Microfilms going 
to Russia were concealead in 
the cardboard and cloth backs 
of 10-cent store mirrors and 
passed on to accomplices serv- 
ing as stewards or seamen on 
the Hamburg-American and 
North German Lioyd ships, When 
Hitler came into power in Ger- 
many, that transmission belt 
was dissolved. An effort was 
made, to revive it by using em- 
ployes of the French Line and 
Lloyd-Triestin, but it failed. 


In 1934, a superior known only 
as Herman ordered Chambers to 
meet him in Central Park in New 
York City at 9 o’clock one night. 
It was raining. But Herman was 
more disturbing than.the rain. In 
telling him that he would be re- 
assigned to Washington he spoke 
of “the great career that lies be- 


fore you,” which Chambers, a 
Communist, felt was strange talk 
coming from another Communist. 
The second point of alarm was 
that Herman obviously Was a 
drinker, and liquor is forbidden 
in the Red underground, 

Herman was murdered shortly 
after that by two NKVD men as- 
signed to the job by Russian Gen. 
Berzin, Chambers believes. 

But the Washington job for 
Chambers came through, on or- 
ders of a man named J, Peters, 
who was Bedacht’s successor. 
Chambers acted briefly as a 
courier between Washington and 
New York, but his job soon be- 
came more important. He was 
detailed to work closely with 
the “elite group” and receive’ 
information from them —for it 
was felt that it was time the 
group was used More aggres- 
sively, Chambers declared. 
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will deal at length with his 

activities with the group in sub- 

sequent articles, but for the bene- 
fit of the reader’s greater know- 
ledge of Chambers’ character it 
might be useful to relate the 
man’s actions and emotions just 
before and after he broke with 
Communism. 


Sometime in 1937, two years be- 
fore the signing of the Hitler- 
Stalin pact, he became frightened 
and yearned for greater security 
for himself, his wife and their 
baby. He had been using a variety 
of aliases in his work with the 
spy ring in Washington, including 
the name Carl. But now he wanted 
a positive identity, to help avert 
the fate of the drunken Herman. 

So under the name of J. Vivian 
Chambers and with the aid, he 
states, of George Silverman and 
Irving Kaplan, later named by 
Elizabeth Bently as part of her 
wartime espionage ring, he 
secured a job with the blessing 
and apparently the contrivance of 
the party. 

He went to work for a govern- 
Ment research bureau 24 hours 
after being promised a position 

by Kaplan, to whom he had 
been sent by Silverman—“a spec- 
tacular instance of the ease with 
which a Communist could at all 
times slide other Communists 
into practically any government 
agency in which they had a foot- 
hold,” as Chambers put it. 

He worked for several months 
in the government bureau, col- 
lecting his Communist salary on 
the side, but early in 1938 he quit 
both the job and the party. He 
gave the party no warning, but 
just disappeared. He retired to 
the seclusion of his Maryland 
farm, slept mainly through the 
days and sat up at nights with a 
gun ready, determined to fight 
for his life if necessary. He made 
no friends among neighboring 
farmers. Later that year, pinched 
for funds, he applied for a,job at 
Time Magazine and got it, though 
he gave the personnel department 
an account of his past activities. 
He was assigned to book and 
movie reviewing.

“FAKES? FAKES? I own no 
fakes,” Goering said, his immense 
bulk shaking. 

“Well, that Titian you — 
in Paris is highly suspect,” Leo- 
nard said. “And I’m confident 
your supposed Vermeer, ‘Woman 
Taken in Adultery,’ was done by 
an accomplished Dutch forger, 
Hans van Meegeren, who is still 
living.” 

With that, Goering blew his top. 
“It can’t be a fake,” he yelled. 
“It’s the most expensive painting 
in the whole collection.” 
Enraged, he jumped to his feet. 
So did the whole alarmed room- 
ful of military police and other 
officials at the interview. They 
were treated to a vehement, roar- 
ing outburst against the trickery 
of the European art world in gen- 
eral and Holland in particular. 
This was the reaction of a 
major victim of the greatest scan- 
dal in the history of art. The 
enormous extent of the hoax, 
which duped connoisseurs to the 
tune of $2,800,000, became appar- 
ent after disclosure, at the late 
Van Meegeren’s trial in 1947, of 
art experts’ errors on the forger’s 
various Vermeer and De Hooch 
imitations.

charge of playing politics. 

In this delicate situation, so try- 
ing to the presidential temper, 
Forrestal did a lot of talking for 
the military view that the oil came 
first, and he did not confine his 
talk to cabinet meetings. In the 
whispering galleries of Washing- 
tin, his outcries were at least in- 
discreet if they did not actually 
reach the point of deliberate at- 
tempt to build a backfire against 
what Forrestal kept saying the 
politicians were making the Pres- 
ident do. 

This marked the end of Forres- 
tal-Truman cordiality. The Presi- 
dent complained, Forrestal fussed, 
and disinterested friends of both 
were genuinely disturbed. One 
Truman aid even quoted the Pres- 
ident as repeating the old dictum 
that in Washington, you either 
grow or swell, and adding that 
Forrestal had swelled. 

The President made his Pales- 
tine decisions, he was renominated 
and plunged into his famous, fight 
for life, leaving the *Cabinet to 
drift. 

It is well known that prominent 
Democrats who owed much to the 
New Deal refused to take the 
thankless job of finance chairman 
of the Truman campaign which |i 
Louis Johnson, in admiration and 
sympathy for the beleaguered 
President, finally took. 

Johnson is tough, aggressive, 
even tactless, but it seemed to him 
that the Truman official family 
ought to come through, and he put 
it directly to each one. He called 
on Forrestal in the plush office of 
the National Defense Secretary at 
the Pentagon. Forrestal answered 
his greeting with the curt com- 
ment that he had no time for poli- 
tics or fund-raising. Johnson re- 
turned a sardonic thank you, Mr. 
Secretary, and departed. April 1 
Johnson will be sitting in that 
office himself. 

He has played his cards well. 
The President knows better than 
anyone else who stood by when 
the going was tough. Johnson, 
the Assistant Secretary of War 
who tried to prepare the Army 
when Roosevelt was reluctant for 
political reasons, and Secretary 
Harry Woodring was actively 
fighting preparedness, quietly said 
he would be interested only in 
national defense. Then he waited, 
keeping his head down and refus- 
ing other jobs. His confidence in 
the Truman definition of loyalty 
has now paid off.

An exhibition of prints and oil

AUSTRALIANS FIGHTING 
CACTUS WITH INSECTS 


Thousands of Square Miles 
Reclaimed From Prickly 
Pear by Cactoblastus. 


By GORDON TAIT 
BRISBANE, Australia (AP) — 
Chinchilla, a small country town 
of southeastern Queensland, is 
short of electric lighting — and 


quite happy about it. 

The blackout has been brought 
on by a tiny moth imported from 
Argentina, the cactoblastus cac- 
torum. No steps are being taken to 
kill off the little insects that hatch 


from its eggs. Far from it. 

Instead, farmers in this rich 
dairying belt gather weekly to talk 
about tHe prosperity brought them 
by this alien “pest.” Some meet in 
memorial halls built in honor of 
the cactoblastus. 

Paraffin lamps and smoking 
candles proclaim the wealth of the 
district—not the decline.”All avail- 
able electric power is needed to 
handle the record supplies of 
cream going to butter factories. 

Sixteen years ago it was a dif- 
ferent story. The Chinchilla dis- 
trict was typical of 65,000,000 acres 
of fertile country in eastern Aus- 
tralia. A belt 600 miles long and 
200 miles wide was throttled by 
prickly pear. 

The pear, or cactus, is a native 
of the Americas. It was brought 
into Australia early in the last 
century as a garden curiosity from 
Texas, Uruguay and Chile. 
Within 20 years it had taken 
charge of the whole countryside. 
All other vegetation was choked 
out. Farm houses were deserted 
and left to rot in the pear thick-. 
ets. Only birds, snakes and the 
pear flourished. 

The governments of Queensland 
and New South Wales estimated 
it would cost 100,000,000 Australian 
pounds ($324,000,000) to cut out 


the first growth. There was no | 
guarantee this would wipe out the | 


pest. 

| Then 38000 cactoblastus eggs 
were shipped from Buenos Aires 
to Brisbane in 1925. Within two 
years 10,000,000 eggs had been 
hatched from the original consign- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, March 5 
OREIGN aid officials fear 
F that Congress may turn the 
new. multi-billion-dollar Euro- 
pean recovery program into a 
sort of stand-by pump-priming op- 


eration for American economy. .« 


The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration has had easy sailing 
in congressional committees with 
its $5,580,000,000 second year re- 
quest. But there are indications 
a dozen or more amendments may 
be offered when the Marshall plan 
bill reaches House and Senate 
floors. 

The “riders,” it is indicated, will 
call for legislative guarantees that 
the bulk of ECA-financed pur- 
chases come from the United 
States. 

Coal men want the United 
States to provide 2,000,000 tons of 
coal a month. Independent oil 
producers want preference given 
to American petroleum. Cotton 
shippers support a plan to help 
dispose of American surpluses. 

Pacific Northwest Senators have 
proposed an additional $100,000,000 
a year to send apples, pears and 
other fruits and nuts. American 
cargo insurance companies, tobac- 
co producers and flour millers 
have a stake in suggested or pend- 

amendments. 
ECA Administrator Paul G. 
Hoffman is trying to beat down 
every proposal which would di- 
vert ECA funds from their prin- 
cipal purpose of putting Europe 
on its feet. 

It would cost taxpayers “hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars a 
year,” Hoffman says, to meet alk 
requests for special consideration. 
And he adds: “More importantly, 
European self-sufficiency by mid- 
year of 1952 will become an un- 
realizable goal.” 


Corn vs. Rice—Occupatipn au- 
thorities in Tokyo report the Jap- 
anese are responding well to at- 
tempts to teach them to eat corn 
instead of rice. Besides lessening 
the demand on short world rice 
supplies, if 80,000,000 Japanese 
learn to like corn they might pro- 
vide quite an outlet for the Amer- 
ican Middle West. 


Overseas Items -—- The United 
party of Jan Christiaan Smuts, 
pro-British former Prime Minister, 
will begin a comeback try in 
South Africa Wednesday in voting 
for provincial councilmen, similar 
to American state legislators. 

The Polish Government claims 
it has now expelled all Germans 
from former eastern Germany, ex- 
cept for about 30,000 prisoners of 
war, and has replaced them with 
6,000,000 Poles. 


Stranded Chinese—The Econom- 
ic Co-operation Administration is 
expected to begin disbursing $500,- 
000 soon in behalf of some 2500 
Chinese students stranded in the 
United States by collapse of the 
Chinese currency. The money will 
come out of ECA’s Chinese allot- 
ment. 


Foreign Shorts—West German 
miners may soon be sent to work 
“brown coal” (lignite) deposits in 
the MReinickendorf’ section of 
blockaded Berlin. 

Chairman Walter Higgs of the 
British Chamber of Commerce, 
just back from the United States, 
says American lawmakers plan to 
imitate those experiments of Brit- 
ish socialism which turn out well.

EX-HEAD OF TOKYO 
THOUGHT POLICE’ 
CAPTURED AT LAST 


Col. Otani Had Cyanide 
Poison When Taken— 
Faked Report of Sui- 


‘cide. 


TOKYO, March 5 (UP)—Allied 
authorities disclosed today that 
the former head of Tokyo’s 
Kempei Tai (thought police) was 
prepared to commit suicide when 
he was arrested earlier this week 
as a war criminal suspect. A 
large quantity of cyanide was 
found on former Col. Keijiro 
Otani when he was taken into 
custody on Kyushu after a three- 
year hunt. 

Otani disappeared from Tokyo 
in 1946 after he was charged with 
issuing orders to execute Ameri- 
can B-29 flyers without trial. He 
left a note saying he planned to 
commit suicide and later a body 
was found and identified as his. 

Investigators said Otani has ad- 
mitted responsibility for the ex- 
ecution of flyers. They hinted he 
may have “planted” the other 
body in an attempt to escape ar- 
rest as a war criminal. 


Otani was living under an as-. 


fumed name as a tea merchant 
when authorities finally caught 
up with him. Police said he in- 
sists he has not given up the idea 
of suicide. “There still is time,” 
he declared. ? 

In a press interview, he recalled 
that he was the man who ordered 
Premier Shigeru Yoshida thrown 
in jail during the war because he 
was believed to be a pacificist. 

“Look at Yoshida now,” Otani 
said. “He’s Premier and I have 
lost my social standing.”

DOCTOR ASSERTS BABIES 
HAVE TOO RICH A DIET 


MINNEAPOLIS (UP) — Ameri- 
can babies eat too much, one ex- 
pert believes. 

Dr. L. Emmett Holt, Jr., pediat- 
rics professor at New York Univer- 
sity, told professors attending a 
University of Minnesota _ short 
course that the increase in heart 
disease reflects the condition. He 
says the trouble eventually shows 
up among adults. 

One reason, says Holt, is the in- 
troduction of solid foods into a 
baby’s diet at an ever-earlier age. 
The portion of sugar in the milk 
formula isn’t cut down at the same 
time in most cases. That results 
in too rich a diet. 

Holt doesn’t think much serious 
physical damage is caused by this 
condition ... as long as the con- 
dition is corrected later.

it yield $24,000,000. 

Ira Guilden, former vice presi- 
dent of Bulova, took over the com- 
pany from Dumaine in 1944. 

A reserve of $3,000,000 that ex- 
isted when control passed to Guil- 
den was spent in equal portions 
to pay dividends under a court 
order, to buy other outstanding 
stock, and to start an “investment 
sales campaign.” 

When the company reconverted 
to peacetime production in August 
1945, the method of distribution 
was changed. Instead of market- 
ing watches through 35 wholesal- 
ers, Guilden sought to sell them 
direct to 6000 retailers. 

Losses in Three Years. 

The company suffered losses to- 
taling about $2,800,000 in 1946, 
1947, and 1948, and with its re-

This latest demolition of a pop- 
ular concept by science took place 
here’ at the company’s research 
laboratories. The conclusions 
were derived by scientists preoc- 
tupied with the behavior of drops 


against a drop of water. This 
reverses the natural order of 
water falling against air but pro- 
duces natural wind resistance con- 
ditions, the scientists found. Drop 
behavior was traced through a 
series of stroboscopic photographs. 

The variations in shape are os- 
cillations caused by a combina- 
tion of pressures exerted by the 
surrounding air and the drop’s 


‘surface tension, Blanchard said.

Blasts the Executives. 

Surov’s hero is a locomotive en- 
gineer who makes a record run| 
and is welcomed with bands and 
flowers, a gold watch from the 
director of the railroad, and a 
citation from the chief engineer. 
Then, to the surprise of everyone 
and—in the Soviet version—to the 
delight and edification of the pub- 
lic, Engineer -Sibiryakov turns 
back all these gifts and honors, 
and blasts the railroad executives 
as a bunch of old fogies who 
don't know anything about the 
railroad business. 

He is not interested in personal 
achievements, he says, but in 
speeding up the Soviets’ railroad 
system. The freight trains needed 
by the five-year plan must travel 
twice as quickly, he declares. 

The highpoint is a monologue 
fn which the hero declares to 
everyone who wants to listen: 

“All ways lead to Communism. 
But not all ways are .the same. 
Detours, naturally, are easier, but 
they do not correspond to our 
character. 

. “You,” he says to the railroad 
_ director, “May not be in a hurry. 
But I have my own plan. I want 
personally to achieve Communism. 
I have still some time to live.” ; 

The fact that the critics found 
this to be corn was enough to get 
them accused of “hating every- 
thing new.” 


Players Also Warned. 

German critics are not the only 
ones warned. The players them- 
selves have been cautioned against 
pence ge or unwitting trespass 
against the particular Soviet or- 
thodoxy which, at the moment, is 
in vogue. . 

A writer in the Berliner Zeitung, 
which speaks for the Soviet gov- 
ernment Pen eastern Berlin, has 
argued that systematic showings 
of the Nazi anti-Semitic film, “Jud 
Suess,” were a preliminary to the 
pogrom in the Senaite in the Lat- 
vian city of Liepaja (Libau), and 
that each of the players must 
share the responsibility for the 
murders that were the result. 

If now, he continues by implica- 
tion, there should be anti-Commu- 
nist riots, then the cast of Jean 
Paul Sartre’s controversial drama 
which plays here as ‘* 
Hands,” must share the blame. 

Gently omitting any reference 
to Communism, the Berliner Zei- 
tung writer declares that it por- 
trays “a party esteemed by mil- 
liong of GerMans” as one of 
“fehme,” or secret society mur- 
derers, and of corrupt officials. 
The aims of both are the same, 
he says: “To sow hate against 
millions of people by slander and 
misrepresentation.”

The practice is to hurry 
them from the ocean jo a great iron kettle in which a little 


sea water is boiling vigorously. The kettle is tightly covered 
during the steaming. 

Robert P. Tristram Coffin, Maine teacher, writer and gour- 
met, showed his method of making lobster stew when in St. 


Louis recently for a lecture. The step is steaming. For 
this, the tail is folded under and the lobster is placed on its 
back in kettle. This makes the shell a beeeptatie - the juices, 
which should be saved. Lobster steams, tightly covered, 
for 20 minutes. 

When lobster has cooled, meat is removed from claws, 
legs, tail and body. Sand vein in tail and sack just back of 
mouth are removed and discarded. Green fat, or tomally, is 
added to meat, which is then placed in saucepan with melted 
butter, juice, milk and cream. Mixture is allowed to simmer 
without boiling until it is heated well. No seasoning is
